The Awtttl Strain Dethroned HI*

*An old lawyer was talking about juries 
tb'at disagree, and he declared that per- 
secution in a jury room is no* rare. and 
eaid that usually it is only a question of 
time , when the obstinate juror to, bullied 
into surrendering.' 


"One case tliat was decidedly dramatic, 


not to say tragic," he continued, '*hap- 
pened in Iowa about the time the war of 
the rebellion began. My father was the 
judge. He believed in Juries^ doing the 
work they werq_s'elected*to'il6ijand rarely

Against him was arrayed an exception- 
ally strong case of circumstantial evi-

''The prisoner's counsel did the best ^ho 


could, but it was a foregone conclusion 
-when the jury went out what the verdict \ 
would be. The foreman of the jury was 
the owner of the principal store in the 
town, a man of the name of Beth Vnr- 
num. It was late in the afternoon of the 
closing day of the trial when the jury 
started to deliberate apon its verdict. 


"The spectators lingered in "the court- 


room, expecting to hear the verdict be- 
fore supper time. It was in the summer, 
and the weather was intensely hot. Save 
Varnum, all the jurors were farmers. 
They had their crops to attend to and 
were driven with work, BO it was to their 
interest to conclude their task and get ' 
home as quickly as possible. 


"The jury didn't come in that night, 


or the next, or the third night either. 
Humors of a 'hung* jury began fo float 
through 'the town. Hot arguments went 
on in the jury Worn. My father denied 
a written request made by, the jury for 
its dismissal. 'He maintained that tlk- 
jurymen could and must agree on a ver- 
dict. 


"Eight days passed, and it begfln to be 


eaid that Varnum was the man who wns 
standing out for the acquittal of the pris- 
oner. This wns confirmed on the ninth 
duy when the jurors appeared for break- 
fast. Three men, side by" side, led the 
line, w,ith the remaining jurors paired, 
nil except Varnum. He walked alone in 
the reah, with down banging head anil 
drawn features. At that and subsequent 
meals the other jurors ignored him. They 
forced the sheriff to provide a separate 
table for him. Afterward we found out 
that Varnum strenuously insisted upon 
the innocence of the v> atchmaker. 
" 'I can't tell you why,' said he, 'but I 


am as certain that that man did not kill 
the Gcimau as I am of the existence of a 
supreme being.' 
And they could not 


budge him. 


"AH this time the weather continued 


hot. The nerves and health of the jury- 
men suffered under the strain. Varuum 
felt the racking most of all. He was an 
elderly man, nnd his sou, a boy of 20, 
had started tor the war the second day 
the jury was out. The judge refused to 
allow the father to bid the son farewell. 


"On the tenth day the eleven jurymen 


•who favored a verdict of guilty divided 
themselves into relays and commenced 
to attack Vnrnum by continual argument. 
While two argued with him the others 
slept. Day nnd night they kept it up, 
allowing the wretched man no sleep or 
respite from their abuse and scornful ap- 
peals. 


"The end came upon the night of the 


fifteenth day. It was bright moonlight, 
and the grass plot about the courthouse 
was covered with people gazing up at the 
lighted windows of the jury room. Var- 
num sat by the casement, his head hid- 
den in his hands. Over him stood two 
men. We could not hear their words, 
but their gestures told what they were 
doing. 


"Suddenly Varnum leaped up and 


shrieked at the jurymen. His hands were 
raised above his head, and his gray hair 
hung about his shoulders. There was a 
commotion. Pretty soon the sheriff sped 
from the courthouse to the hotel and got 
my father out of bed. It was midnight, 
but there were 1,000 people jammed in 
the little courtroom. Varnum led in the 
jury. None of them looked squarely at 
him, 
but' covert glances were darted at 


his face from under knitted brows. 
" 'Your honor,' began "Varnum, 'this 


jury cannot agree. An event has taken 
place which makes it impossible. I'— 
Here the man's voice sanfc,-and he sway- 
ed. An attendant eased him back in his 
eeat. Varnum motioned to the man next 
to him to fell what he could, not. 
" 'The reason;' your hono'rj why we can- 


not agree,' said the juror, 'is because the 
forentan has just told us that the mur- 
derer of the ^German was his son.' 


"There was 'a ' pandemonium in the 


courtroom. Varnum was taken home rav- 
ing with brain fever. He had told the ju- 
rymen that his son had .been surprised in 
the act' of robbing the German and had 
killed him. Afterward" he sought his fa- 
tber.and confessed. Pride induced (he old 
m'atf to keep the 'secret 'and 'per'mit the 
suspicion 'to Half tipon the watchmaker., 


"Wjien hjJ was drawn on the juijy, he 


dared not refuse to serve, but he deter- 
mined to hold opt for the man's acquittal. 


"Before young Varnum could be arrest- 


ed he was killed in one of fne early bat- 
lies of the war. -Three years later the 
watchmaker was run over by a tram near 
Washington nnd injured "so badly that he 
died soon afterward. Before he died he 
wrote a letter to iny^ father. In the letter 
he confessed th'at he had killed the Ger- 
nian ( and , told where he. ;had', hidden the 
gold. He Eiaid not "dared to return for it 
When search was "made, the gold was 
found.

One of tho most interesting races in the 


world, from an ethnologist's point of view, 
is on the point of extinction. For many 
rears past the bushmen of South Africa 
have been dwindling in numbers till tho 
survivors may almost be counted on one's 
fingers. The bushnian is first cousin to the 
diminutive race of pygmies found by tho 
great explorer Du Cholllu iu the coastlands 
of western Africa, near the equator, and 
elosely resembles the dwarfs found by 
Stanley in tho great Aruwhimi forest. 
In 


nil probability they ure the remnants of 
tho aljoriginul race of Africa which has 
been driven into the corners of the African 
earth by successive invasions of Hottentot, 
BuntU and negro tribes. Their existence 
in Africa, is mentioned as far bock ns 1D80 
by Andrew Battell, one of the earliest of 
AMca'K English explorers. Ho describes 
them as "no bigger than boys of 12 years 
old, but very thick, and they live only upon 
lesh, which they kill in the woods with 
their bows und their dor1.s." 


The buphman is one of the lowest tj pes 


of humanity, not many degrees removed 
Torn tho animal. Ho is of small stature, 
mt not dwarfed, and, with high cheek 
bones, bis deep set eyes have an exceedingly 
cunning look. 
Bushmen arc troglodytes, 


and, remaining in their caves by day, sally 
'ortli nt night from their mountain fast- 
nesses and liarass tho nearest farmers by 
slaying their stock with arrows composed j 
Of reeds tipped with bone or iron saturated 
In the fatal juice of the euphorbia tree 
mixed with the poison of wmkes und spi- 
ders. So troublesome did they become in 


tnl during the early history of the col- 


ony that a special fort was bnilt—now 
known as Fort Nottingham—whence ex- 
peditions were organized against these 
diminutive marauders Still later a war 
of extermination was waged against them 
by n band of farmers xiuder the Drakens- 
berg, who raided their haunts in the wild 
mountains and succeeded in freeing them- 
selves from this troublesome pest. Every 
bushman fought for himself, and they rec- 
ognized no^chiof, much less any primitive 
system of -government such as prevails 
among tho Bantu race. 


It is nsingulai'thing that, though so low 


in the social scale, tho bushman possesses 
the power of illustration totally unknown 
to his Jnoro civilized successors, and very 
creditable representations of elandK,clingos, 
snakes, and even scem-8 of hunting and 
battle are to be found in the caves of 
Drakensbcrg, above the1 sources of tho 
Bushiuan river. Several of tho drawings 
have been removed to tho library at Pieter- 
mnritzburg, where they form n valuable 
collection for tho colonial antiquary. The 
bushman's language is mainly composed 
of clicks, of which there are hlx distinct 
kinds, but it Is impossible on hearing one 
of this pygwy race talk to do otherwise 
thtm set him down as an animal. There is 
a loctil tradition in Natal that "tho last of 
tho bushmen" was a farm hiborcr at one 
of the homesteads under tho DrakonslXTg, 
and, fulling sick of a fever, his end was de- 
voutly looked for by a local scientist, who, 
on the desired consummation, dbtuineil 
his bones and forwarded them to England, 
where thoy arc now exposed to public pa/a 
in tho South Kensington museum.—Chi- 
cago Chronicle.

tho wonderfully rare atmosphere makes 
tho stars appear of such unusual size and 
nearness that one feels oppressed, with a 
sense of lonely littleness. 1 am often asked 
how I occupy my time in tho desert. My 
reply is, "Painting." Everything is paint 
nblo, and the desert is always beautiful. 
Infinitely varied in texture and local color, 
prolific of wild flowers and insect life, its 
interest is unending, while its trackless 
expanse undulating to the horizon seems 
like an ocean suddenly petrified into abso- 
lute rest, and impresses the mind with a 
sense of vnstncss and repose which noth- 
ing, in my opinion, can equal. 


Again, as the effects of varying weather 


pass over the silent land, how perplexing 
are the quick transitions from gray to 
gold as passing sunbeams play hido and 
seek among its billows, or when the white 
heat of day gives place to the violets and 
yellows of sunset! Added to tho intrinsic 
beauty of the desert itself are the innumer- 
able "subjects" always ready to hand— 
now a goatherd watching his flock, or a 
party of Arabs exercising their horses,

Dr. Lalxmr- 
ancl's investigation on tho subject has been 
exhaustive- and of such a conclu&ivo nature 
us to utld heavy re-enforcements to tho al- 
ready existing microhic theory. He believes 
that the disease is contagious and that tho 
•wise of contagion and the spreading of 
microbes is due to the barber's instru- 
mmts He presents strong evidence in 
support of this theory. 


According to Labournnd, tho typical 


diseased hair Is found at the edge of a con- 
stantly enlarging bald epot It is the 
st ump of what was onco u long hair. It is 
shaped like an interrogation point 
It 


gj'ows less in diameter toward the root and 
has lost its color, bciug cither gray «JT 
white. The normal pith cuiiul is wanting 
at the root, which is itself no longer bulb- 
ous and hollowed for the papilla, but dis- 
torted in shape and hardened. Within the 
root suckn. little bulb may be seen develop- 
ing if examined under tho magnifying 
glass. It is this which Is said to bo the 
cttiibo of the disease. 


In the good liuir this bulb or ntricule Is 


full and closed anil contains In its eontei 
compact clusters of microbes, a culture of 
tho smallest bacillus known. As tho ml 
crobo matures it may become ono oae-huii 
dmlth of an Inch In width. It Is bent or 
slightly curved in shape, like u coinnw, 
blunt nt the ends and slightly swollen 1 
tho center. Each bulb contains millions o 
these bucllli, uncl to them is attributed tho 
cau-^c of baldness.

plnnd useless tho microbe which producot 
this offoet Is pone Tims remedies npplict 
to the bald spot in tho hope of milking hair 
grow ugitin ore tuln, for that glistening, 
white dtsort is totally bun-en of productive 
roots, and tho oil pocks arc dried fomvor.

under oath. 
He said that Gano, the 


British detective, had urged him to in- 
stigate the plot. 
Gani) pretended to be 


"sick and tired" of the British servici 
and affected American ideas as opposed 
to those of the English. 
lie told tin 


prisoner that it would be an easy mat lei 
to capture Pretoria after the oilieers bat' 
been seized and the arsenal taken. Fur- 
thermore he said, so the prisoner testi- 
fied, that such nu act would stagger the 
British army. 


The prisoner consulted with his friend:- 


on the subject and all of them refused 
join in the plot except Dntoit and Melt 
Menais, who considered the matter ovei 
night and the next morning refused to g< 
into the scheme. 
After receiving thrsi 


refusals, Lieutenant O'ordiw testified, IK 
returned to Gano and told him he object 
i'd to going any further in the affair 
Gnno again urged him to go on ami taunt- 
ed him with cowardice. He said that If 
Americans were interested in 
••fuels a 


scheme they would have carried it out 
long before then, instead of losing time 
in thinking it over. 
Gano. the prisoner 


B.iid, madi! him drink constantly and 
KeiMiied to have control over him. Cordua 
$wore that Gano instigated the entire plot 
and made all the plans. 


Lieutenant Cordua denied that he had 


juiy 
communication 
with 
Commander 


•General Botha on the subject ot the kill- 
ing of the oilieers and the abduetion of 
Lord Koberts. The prisoner detailed his 
•excursion and capture outside the lines. 
He said that Gano, who pretended to act 
jis n guide, supplied the part} with re- 
volvers and the British uniforms which 
They wore. When they arrived at Silver- 
ton, they discovered that the Boer camp 
•was quite a distance away. 
Cordua 


Thought of his broken parole and wauled 
to return, but it was then too late. Ti ' 
jirisouer's evidence was shaken some- 
what on cross examination. 


The courtroom is crowded at every sit- 


ting. 
All the foreign consuls, including 


Mr. Hay, the American representative, 
were present.

A Perllon* Journey Over a Rickety 


- '• Bamboo Bridge. 
:* 


Mr. li. A. Waddell, in his book, "Among 


the Himalayas," describes • the crossing 
of the Teestn.river 041 a rickety bamboo 
bridge. The bri3ge, always dangerous, 
was at that time a mere ragged skeleton 
of itself airtl. to make matters worse, 
was slippery with green slime. 
Such 


lu-idgos are' usually rebuilt once in'two 
years, but this one had' evidently not 
been touched for much longer than that. 
On this narrow, tottering structure, open 
at the sidesj Mr. Wad'dell hnd to cross 
over the turbulent, 'rapid river, 300 feet 
wide and 70 feet below the bridge. 


The instant you step on such bridges 


they recoil from you and swing and shake 
in an alarming way, rolling from side to 
side and pitching like a ship in a storm. 
They swerve with a sudden jerk every 
tiuiu you lift your foot, not/ only side- 
ways and longways, but also downward 
and forward, as your weight depresses 
the bridge. This goes on until you pass 
the middle of the bridge, after which the 
oscillating structure kicks up behind you 
as you ascend. 


I got on fairly well so long as I could 


look to see the bamboo rod on which I 
had to walk, although the open sides 
heightened the sense of insecurity. 
But 


away from the bank, if you look down to 
see where to place your foot, the rush of 
leaping water in the torrent below gives 
you the giddy sensation that both you 
atid the bridge are running swiftly up 
stream. 


Vet one must keep his eye upon the 


single bamboo overhanging the abyss nnd 
find a bhnky footing upon it, since to miss 
it means certain death. 


I was a quarter of the way over per- 


haps when, as I stepped from one bam- 
boo to the next, it tilted up. and I could 
see that most of those iu front were lying 
loose and disjointed in their V slings. 
They had boon broken away by the pass- 
ing of the person who had preceded me. 
I could not swing round to go back. 
For- 


ward was niy only'co-arse. 


I went on with long strides to get a 


foothold on thin shaking, swinging line of 
slimy bamboos. After each step I had 
to half close my eyes to counteract the 
giddy feeling of the upward rush of the 
bridge. It was n creepy, ghastly process. 
A false £tep meant death iu the raging 
gulf below. After what seemed an age 
I reached the opposite bank.

Every ono (joes to them—nicn, womon, 


pricsth unil children. The cafe is the cen- 
ter (if bocial life. 
It is there that the 


policy of the government is discussed, 
tlie latest piny criticised and business 
trims-acted. 
At 4 o'clock in the after- 


noon it is with dilliculty that a seat cun 
lie hnd in one of these popular meeting 
places, for nt that hour every Viennese 
partakes of his afternoon coffee, which 
fills the place of the Englishman's 5 
o'clock tea. 


Thi'i-e eafes are regular reading rooms. 


Some of them take as many us HUO differ- 
ent periodicals, uud often 15 copies of the 
same paper—some popular Austrian or 
foreign hheet—are on file. Let a foieigu- 
er enter, and the experienced waiter ini- 
mediiitely recoKnizes his nationality. 
If 


he he an American, a New York daily is 
liroujrlit to him; if a Frenchman, a Paris 
boulevard paper is laid before him. and 
so on. 
If a Russian enters, cigarettes 


are at once produced. 


Cafes are for the Viennese a second 


home, and they all have two kinds of cli- 
ents—the staunugaste, or habitues, and 
the laufende, of transients. 
The habi- 


tues, commonly called wirthaus-brudcr 
(cafe brothers) have tables reserved for 
them, nnd woe betide the man who ven- 
tures to take possession of this sacred 
property! There are many Viennese who 
lor the past 30 or 40 years have sat nt 
the same table, in the same corner, day 
after day. drinking the same brew of 
beer or brand of wine and smoking the 
same sort of tobacco iu the same old 
pipes. 
A stnmingast generally spends 


from three to four hours every day at his 


THe "VVentlic'r.

and the wild, and very often these t\yo 
classes pitted against each other. I once 
heard a terrible outcry among the geese 
swimming on a poiid, and on going to 
see what the matter was beheld an im- 
mense gray eagle which had buried his 
talous in the back of an ancient gander. 
The latter was making all the noise he 
could, and on seeing me swam directly 
toward me. The eagle tried to rise with 
his prey, but his purchase on the wind 
was not strong enough to lift the load. 
When they were within reach, I seized 
the bird and held his head under water 
until he was drowned. The old gander 
then gave a satisfactory 
squawk and 


waddled off toward the barn. 


"When 1 was n little fellow, I was one 


day fooling about a village blacksmith 
shop, whicb was built of logs. A squeak 
down in one corner attracted the atten- 
tion of the ijmith and myself. We saw 
a large toad backing into the room from 
under a log. and a 15 inch garter snake 
came with it, the snake having swallow- 
ed one of the toad's hind legs. 
"The 


blacksmith caught up a pair of rather 
warm tougs and caught the •jnnke. which 
dropped the toad with great alacrity. 
We expected to see the latter hop away, 
but instead of doing that 
bu turned 


about, leaped into the air and came down 
on the snake's back. He bit again and 
again, and at last the reptile turned tail 
and disappeared under the log. while 
his tondsbip sixt down and bliuked at 
us both in satisfied and victorious con- 
tent."

COMMON HOU3E FUES. 


The Peculiarities About Their Eye* 


and Tlieir 


"Whoever thinks the male the superior 


animal finds no rest for the sole of his 
'oot iu the contemplation, of what wek in 
he sublimity of our self conceit, call 'the 
ower animals,' " says Harvey Sutherland 
u Aiuslee's. "In our general ignorance 
of the house fly we do not know just how 
'oulish and no account the fuale is, but 
we may reasonably infer that he is as 
narkedly deficient as usual, seeing that 
is eyes are so close together that they 


touch each other. That's always a had 
sign. 1£ you see anybody with eyes close 
together, you are entitled to think little 
of his intelligence. 


"The tly has two sorts of eyes, the big 


compound one, 4,000 in a bunch on each 
side of the bead, for knocking about ia 
daylight, and three simple eyes on the top 
of the head, for use in a poor light, sew- 
ing and fine print. 
Before going into 


ecstasies of admiration over the creature 
that has 4,00,0 eyes on each side of its 
liead it might be well to remember that 
they are not of much account. 
In case 


jf old flies kept over winter the compound 
eyes cave in and get broken, yet the fly 
seems to get along and find food. 
One 


kind gentleman varnished over the simple 
eyes and plucked off the wings of some 
Hies. 
He found that he might hold a 


caudle close enough to burn the com- 
pound eyes of the tly before it had a sus- 
picion that anything out of the common 
was going on. In daylight he took a knit- 
ting needle and brought it up iu front of 
the ily close enough to touch its antennae 
before it dodged. 
If the knitting needle 


was brought up on one side Mr. Fly 
picked up his sticking plasters quite 
lively. 


"Most respectable insects have two 


pairs of wings, but a fly has only one 
pair, with a scallop on the rear edge of 
each, showing that in earlier days it had 
'openers,' even if they went into the dis- 
card later. 
These scallops are called 


'haltcres' or balancers, and it is the 
theory of some that they help to steer the 
fly. They say that when the starboard 
balancer is clipped off the fly goes hard 
a-starboard and vice versa. 
But under 


each of these scales is a globular process, 
with a long tube fringed with cilia, be- 
lieved to be sensitive to odors. 
These 


globular processes pnmp air into the nerv- 
ures or veins of the wings and keep them, 
taut and stiff, for thin though the wing 
may seem, it is really a double texture. 
Perhaps clipping off the balancer lets the 
air ont of the wing and so disables it. A 
fly is able to saunter along through the 
nil- at the rate of five feet a second, but 
when it is in n particular hurry it can 
go about 35 feet a second, which is a 
'2:'M gait. 
Its wings beat the air nt 


about the same rate of vibration as the 
piano string E, first lino of the treble 
staff, but thnt is not its only means ol 
audible expression. When it gets excited 
and cannot break nwny from the fly 
pnper it makes its thorn x vibrate at a 
higher pitch. You have heard thnt Cam- 
panini could sing high C with chest voice 
He could not, but a fly with its feet stuck 
fust can."
